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Pursuant to the directives of paper No. 15 (filed 5/17/02), claim 16 has been amended. 
Claims 1 -53 remain pending. Claims 44 and 45 are joined with the elected group. Claims 
16-39, 44- 47 are examined in this Office action; claims 1-15, 40-43, 48-53 are withdrawn 
from consideration. 

Applicants' arguments filed 5/1 7/02 have been considered and found persuasive. Claims 
16-33, 35-39, 44- 47 are characterized as allowable; claim 34 is rejected under §112, second 
paragraph.

This application contains sequence disclosures that are encompassed by the definitions for 
amino acid sequences set forth in 37 CFR 1 .82 1 .

Claim 34 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. §112 second paragraph, as being indefinite for failing 
to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as the 
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invention. 

Claim 34 recites that the polydispersity is "less than about" 1.2, thus rendering the claim 
indefinite as to the upper limit. It is suggested that the "about" qualifier be deleted. Also, 
there should be a period at the end of claim 34.
